Her ouoghter ami 
sou-m-iaw stood with bowed beads at 
tlMftideof thecouuh. . At 1:12 o'clock 
his bi*eAthiDgi:se.isud; a peacefol shadow 
paasea over Jiis pule uouuteuauce, his 
poise tiickered, and the sotTowiug £ami- 
ij were iu the presenoe of death.

When r^crectiry (ireshani was first 
taken su k tour weeks agb the pliysiciau 
diiiKnosed tli" rune u.* gall i^wme in the 
bladder. His plueriify symptd^ns were 
overlooked for almost 86 hoars. Ai\ 
soon as Dr. Johnston was called he dis- 
uoveied that the seurotury was suffering 
from an acuta ease of pleorlay, probably 
caused by expo.sure while riding out to 
WtxKiloy, tlie pro.sideut's country place, 
at .'iiKht. In tlie niHantinio the kuJI 
stoin- had 'j.i^scd. Tli.i !secL't<t..ry's ri^ht 
lun^ w;oS iuKM'i- ,1, liio riVily i) m,.; .i.- 
ready iLlIed wuh pk'urjtio riuid.

The pliysicnus 
dfc'l.lcd not to tap the cuvify, but to 
rely upon ab.sorption to rid it of the 
exmlod fluid. (iradually ht eretary 
Urusiuiin ifivw b<Hler.

La.st ^S;lIu^(l.ly wheu Dr. 'uOlinstou 
thouKht all danger ij:i.st, the left luug 
suddenly became aff ected and tilled rap- 
idly. iSmce then either Dr. Johnsto.'i 
or the cuii.sultinK physician have been 
at his bedside constantly, a.s have Mr.s. 
< irt sliam and the .societury s soa in-law, 
Mr. Andrews. He paused a vttry bad 
night Saturday night aud a biul day 
Sunday, sufl'ei'ing so much pain that 
fcjundaj night he wa.s jilat^cd under opi- 
ates. He was kept mora or less under 
their inllueuce until he died. 

His long illness had weakened the 
secretaiT greatly, and it is said ins phy- 
sicians decided that iu bis exbuuited con- 
dition he oot44 bot nndergo an opera- 
ttM tOK thft I'emovdil cH tba tMA, , The 



fact that the secretaiT has hud stomach 
trunble for years aud has beeu obbged 
to dnt. mihtacod against any rapid re- 
covery of strength, becretoi-y Uteahom 
luul An attaiitt ot identhiy years ago. Be 
also snUereii much from hiswoouds, 
being at otM time bedridden for ov«r a 
year. 

Mrs. Uresham's devotion to her hus- 
band during his illness bus been of the 
luojt lender, patient and faithful cbar- 
u'Ctf Although physically tUgbt, siio 
iiisplayed, BO said one who has been iu 
the sick chamber several tifues a day 
thrcuKhoat the secretarv's illness, re- 
moikuDle endoroiioe and nerve. For 
fcnr weeks she had hardly had her 
clothes ofy. Night uq^ day she was at 
the bedside snatching an hoarort\yo 
of sleep when she oonld on a lonuge in 
bis room. She seemed determined to 
iigbt oS death. 

"If be dies," she said many times, "I 
ln5;o ail." Bnt sho did not cunpinin. 
With patience anil devotion slie niin- 
isiered tn his every \vaiit, ;rivin;; every- 
thing her pi!r--u!rd attention and tryini; 
to che-T ;j)d bn;^!iteu li,m w)"'U he v. as 
peevish and fretful. The utmost per- 
suasion was reijuued to induce her even 
fn lie dnwu. Yesterday she ^rrew f^o 
faint fr.ini si'.o'T fxhau"^liii:i th.tt she 
reeled and would have fallen bad not 
cue of the Bonet oanght her in her 

arms.

,\s secretary of .-^lat*' In the present ad- 
nii nlstniilou, Mr. ttre.Nhain has had to 
deal with perhaps more vexiitions, Intri- 
cate and dolU-ato diplomatic atTaIrs than 
has fallen to the hhure of most secretaries 
of state. His trealmeiit of these was 
hiarkcil by the strong lu.llvidnalltv which 
was Durt uf the man. Perhai^fei (xom his

iler Seeivtary (ircsliam's instructions, that 
the peace negotiations wore intimated. 
All this was douu, too, in a inaniier^thtii 
made it clear to the world th.it. the United 
States was mating absolutely without mdi- 
luterest tutd from motives of hiimaulty, 
notwlth.standlng the temptations held out 
by some of the great European powers to 
act Jointly with them from less worthy 
motives tban^ might have brought a self- 
roturu.

V.'.vsiiiNcTir;, May ','1— The Utiiteil 
States sujireme conit yf•^'te^dar, in an 
o]),tiioii read by Chief ,],)s;ic'> ]'"'idler, 
denied the motion for a writ of habeas 
corpus filed by Dobs and his ae|x;iateN 
of the American Railway nuioa, and 
they will have to serve the sentence im- 
posed upon thorn bv the court. 

The cases arose in the United Statos 
circuit court of the northern district of 
Illinois. Debs and others disobeyed the 
order of the court enjoining them from 
further interference with interstate 
commerce and the-fanylng/ of t!he 
United States mails. They were brought 
before the court for contempt and sen- 
tenced to from three to six months' im- 
prisonment. 

The ea-i' to l)e brought before the sa- 
preme court on a motion for le.ive to file 
a petition for a writ uf haU'as corpus, 
which was fully argued by D(!lis' coun- 
sel on the one side and Attorney ( feii- 
eral Oiiii y on t ho otle-r. The decision 
of the ciiief justice sustains the action 
uf fill! court below.

The court deoiiU s both questions af- 
firmativi'ly. It says: "The strong arm 
of tho national government may bo put 
forth to bru.-<h aw.iy all oljstruotions to 
tho fri'dlom of interstate commerce or 
the tratisport:itio!i of the mails. If the 
emergeucy ari.ses, til'! army ot the na- 
tion and all its militia lu-e at tlie servioe 
of the nation to compel obedience to its 
laws." 

As to the powers of a court of equity, 
the decision reads: "It is more to the 
praise than to the blame of the govern- 
ment that iustfltul of questions of right 
and wrong uu the part of those peti- 
tioners and their a.ssociates, and enforc- 
ing that determinatiou by the club of 
the policeman and the bayonet of the 
soldier, it submitted all these questions 
to the peauefnl determination of jndidal 
tribnnus, and invoked their considera- 
tion and Judgment as to the measure of 
its rights and powers and the relative 
obligations of those against whom it 
made complaint." 

Under this decision Debs will serve 
his sentence oCglkt months in jail, and, 
it is thought, that the government will 
consider thh a sufficiently severe puu- 
ishment without prosecuting criminal 
cases ugaiust him or his assodates. The 
principle invc'.v ■1 !::'.viug been estab- 
ushed, but not puslnug the further pro- 
ceedings, it will be shown that the gov- 
ernnient does not entertain any revenge- 
ful or vindiotiva feelings against Mr. 
Dubs, the American Bmlway union or 
any other reputable labor organization.

PRES DENT DEB) INTERVIEWED. 

H« Ueolaras tha Ucolslon oa Outnig% bat

Tkhhk Hautb, Ind., May 28.— Presi- 
dent l^ugene V. Debii of the American 
Hallway union, wliose case was acted 
ujxju yesterday by the supreme court, 
was .-eeii at his home and said: "I know 
tmly of the Iceisioii as it appears in tlio 
evening p.qi -i s, and assuming that it is 
com'<'tly reporteii, it ;ippoars that the 
case was not decided uimju its merits, 
but that it was found that the cironit 
court having final jurisdiction, its act 
w:iH not reviewable by the loprau* 
court, and therefore the Wfit WM de- 
nied. 

"I expected a favorable decision, bat 
I am not disappointed. After the de> 
cisiou by that tribunal on the inootM 
ta« bill. I mi\ not at all snrpdaed I* Ms 
thedeouioM of the lower coui ■ffliswil 
in our case. Both decisions are abso- 
lutely in the interest of the corporattotis, 
syndicates aud trusts, irhioh domteMib 
every department of the (fidArsl goV«m> 
ibent, itaoloding the tntn^ne ooort.

HOWARD SURRINDlWa. 

Wan Not Sur|iilM'<l »l ilie DanlilBn 
But|llU Attorney Wits. 

CuiCAQO, Moy 27.— George W. How- 
ard, the former vice president of the 
American Railway Union, was tibe Ifarst 
one of the men to offer to surrender 

himself to the United States marshal 

and fluLsli his uncompleted sentence. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. Howard en- 
tered Marshal Am l l's office and said: 
*'I guesd you wuiit mo, now that the 
supreme coart has sustained Judge 
Wofji's judgment?" 

"Not yet," r ])lif(l tlio marshal. "We 
must lirsi ^1 t thf laauitate of the sa- 
pn inc court, ami that will be a WSWk or 
more 111 reaching' hurt'." 

"Yuu know where to find me," said 
Howard. "I eau uot go back to Wood- 
stock too (luick. I want to get thioogh 
with the sciiti'iu-e." 

"The iipmioii of the supremo court 
was no surjirisf to me," continued Mr. 
Howard. "I have e.xpocted such a re- 
sult from tlie dtart. Iu fact I wad op- 
posed, a-s were most of the others, to 
taking up the issue. I could not soa 
anything to be KuiUHd, but a K-*od deal 
to lose. If the api^-al has boea sui- 
taiuod we would liave gamed a point 
lor labor orgauiz;itious, but uot saved 
ourselves from jail. We were commit- 
ted on two charges of contempt; oue 
for vioiatiug the injuui-'tion as to inter- 
fering with interstate commerce and 
t!ie Lnited States mails, another for vio- 
lating an iujuuotiou as to interference 
with the teoal'Tscs of the Santa fW nil- 

ro id. 

"The judge gave Debs six mouths in 
each ease and the rest of us three 
months, ami then made the sentence 
concurrent. In order to appeal the 
judgment for the viohition of the in- 
junction on the part of the government 
we had to move a separation of the sen- 
tences and have them cumalative. We 
iuid no ground to apjieal from the com- 
m'.ttmeut on the Sania Fe case. Now, 
what do we get ': Double time. Had 
the boys followed my advice and left 
the thiug alone we would have been oat 
of jail on April 1. We will have to 
serve nearly six mouths, and as I figure 
it, we wrill get out iu time to enjoy 
thanksgiving dinner, ifwe haveendugb 
money to bay one. oKt will get out in 
time to participate in next year's Decor- 
ation services. The truth of the matter 
is, our Uwyers made a mess of it." 

Mr. Howard then went down to the 
next floor to see Judge Woods, but that 
official had already takan his place on 
the bench in court. 

O. 8. Harrow, counsel for the defend- 
ants in the Debs ease, said: "A week 
ago that august body, the supreme 
court, decided against the income tax. 
Today it follows suit against Mr. Debs 
and his colleagues. Sacli action shows 
how the land lii s and is pretty plain 
notice to the i^t ople on which side the 
supreme court stands. The position of
